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JOHN WHITAKER \A?

John Whitaker was born about 1760. He apparently grew up in 
Rowan County, North Carolina, and probably was born there. The names 
of his parents haven't been verified, but it is known that he had an 
Older brother named Mark, It is possible that John and liark were 
the sons of Mark and Ann Whitaker, who owned land on Peeler's Creek 
and Weaver's Creek in the forks of the Yadkin River in Rowan County, 
in what today is Davie County, N.C. 


John Whitaker was married to Mrs, Martha Willcockson Wilson, 
the widow of Joseph Wilson, who had two children, in February of 1782 
in Wilkes County, N.C. Martha had grown up in Rowan County, N,C., 
in that section which later became Davie County, and it seems poss- 
ible that she and John had known each other there. It isn't known 
when John went to Wilkes County. On the 1782 tax list for Wilkes 
County John "Whitachar" is listed, and other Whitakers on this list, 
with various spellings, are Thomas, James, and Mark, On October 23, 
1782, there are three Separate land..granbs,<ctotaling 402% acrés,. 
from the gtate of ..C. to John Whitaker of Wilkes County, On 
September 20, 1783, John Whitaker sold one hundred acres of land in 
Wilkes County to Benjamin Parke, 


About 1784 John and Martha moved to Fayette County, Ky., to that 
part of the county which became Woodford County in 1788. Today this 
area is part of the Kentucky Blue Grass Region, and. it appears that 
the Whitakers lived near a community called Craig's Station in the 
vicinity of Mortonsville, between Lexington and Frankfort. Craig's 
Creek, Green Creek, and Delanys Road are mentioned in some of the 
Whitaker land deeds. The tax lists for the first years of the 1800's 
record John Whitaker as owning 235 acres on Craig's Creek and one 
ae acres on Green Creek, but by 1805 only the 235 acres was 

isted,

John apparently was an officer in the Kentucky Militia, he pro- 
bably being the John Whitaker of Fayette County, who received the 
commission of Lieutenant on August 23, 1786, in the Second Regime:it, 
Captain S, Woolfolk's Company. Since John Whitaker had been abous 
fifteen years old when the Revolutionary War. began and about twenty- 
one years old when Cornwallis surrendered at Yorktown, it is poss~ 
ible that he served in the Revolutionary War. Various records give 
the name of more than one John Whitaker as a soldier in the Revolu-- 
tionary War, One of these John Whitakers was possibly the subject 
of this sketch, 


John and Martha became the parents of at least eight children, 
all except probably the oldest born in Fayette and Woodford Counties: 
William? born about 1783, who was married to Blizabeth Hammond; 

ywa@onn J., born December 2, 1785, who was married to Sarah Hammond 
(sister of Slizabeth); Joseph torn September 19, 1788, who was 
first married to Martha Hughes and then to Ann Jeffries; Nancy, 
probably born about 1790, who was married to Joseph Sebastian; \3°? 

@ Benjamin, probably born about 1793, who was first married to HMahal- 
dah Wanslow and ee to Susan Wanslow (sister of Mahaldah); twins 
born 1795: Thomas}’#ho was first married to Nancy Hughes and then to 
Martha Burnet, and Daniel, who was married to Nancy Sebastian; and 
Martha, born in May of 1799, who was married to John Turner King. 
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Benjamin and Thomas served as privates in the War of 1812. 


Martha -Willcockson Wilson Whitaker had died by 1809 because 
late in 1809 John Whitaker was married to Nancy Guess in Fayette 
--County, Ky. This must: have been shortly before John left Ky. for 
Tenn,, or it is possible that John moved his family to Tennessee in 
1808 or early 1809 and then returned to Ky. to marry Nancy Guess. 


In. October of 1808 John Whitaker, then living in Woodford Co., 


“  Ky.,. had‘purchased 1,155 acres of land on Mulberry Creek in Bedford 


Co., Tenn,, from Thomas and Nancy .@astland of Mercer Co., Ky. This 
part of Bedford Co. became part of Lincoln Co. when the latter was 
“-Greated in 1809. John Whitaker was instrumental in helping to esta- 
blish the new county, he being a member of the five-man committee 
appointed by the. Tennessee General Assembly to purchase one hundred 
acres of land on which to build the county seat of Fayetteville. He 
then became one of the first justices of the peace in Lincoln Co, 
Brother Mark Whitaker, who was married to Catherine Boone, was also 
an early settler of Lincoln Co. 


When the Whitakers arrived in Lincoln-Co., John built a house of 
logs with an open hallway in the center, Later he built a two story 
prick house which he called "Pleasant Garden," |. Many people referred 
to it as the "Mansion." The brick house was built in front of the 
original log house and a porch and hallway connected them, One 
room of the log house was used for the kitchen, and the remainder 
was occupied by servants. The house burned during the Civil War. 

One night the cook while ironing discovered that the log house was 

on fire and called for help. The slaves were attending a dance or 
party on an adjoining farm and before they could arrive, the fire was 
out of control. Everything was destroyed. At this time the house 
was in the possession of John Whitaker's granddaughter, Martha Whit-- 
aker Kimbrough (daughter of John J, Whitaker)... As late as 1932 the 
original John \hitaker land was owned by his direct descendants. 


John Whitaker was an elder of the Baptist church, perhaps even 
a@ minister. He and his step-son-in-la., Hardy Holman (husband of 
Zlizabeth Wilson), founded a Primitive Baptist Church, the Ball Fork 
Baptist Church, at the forks of Mulberry Creek, on land which is now 
Mulberry Cemetery. Before this church was built, John's above men~ 
tioned log house was used for church services. 


John Whitaker built the first grist mill in Lincoln Co. 

John Whitaker used a wooden leg, which apparently gave him the 
epithet of Pegleg John to differentiate him from the other Whitakers 
named John. One story relates that while hunting for the lost child 
of a neighbor he was thrown from his horse and suffered a leg injury 
which resulted in amputation of the leg. 


John Whitaker and Nancy Guess, who was the daughter of John and 
Sarah Guess (sometimes spelled Gess and Gist), were married in Fay- 
ette Co., Ky., in either October or December of 1809 (the copied 
records differ.) They became the parents of two children: Madison 
Guess, born April 4, 1811, who went to Texas, where he was married 
to Henrietta Fitts and where he fought at the Alamo; and Newton, 
born July 1, 1816, who was married to Frances Ann Jeffries, Nancy was 
about eighteen: years younger than. John, and she apparently died dur- 


ing the 1850's, 
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John Whitaker died in 1837 and was buried in Mulberry Cemetery. His 
tombstone was brought from Philadelphia by wagon and has the follow- 
ing inscription: 
"j1lder 
JOHN WHITAKER 

departed this life 

on the 13th of June 

1837 in the 77th 

year of his life.

Martha Willcockson was born in the mid-1750's, undoubtedly in 
Rowan Co., N.C. She was the daughter of Isaac Willcockson and Martha 
Bane, who went to I'.C, from Chester Co., Pa. -Her mother died when 
Martha was a small child, and her father died when she was still a 
minor, There is a 1771 court record in Rowan Co. showing that an 
Isaac Willcocks was made guardian to Martha and her two brothers: 

_ William and Daniel, It is not lmown what relation this Isaac Will- 
cocks was to the Isaac Willcockson, who was the deceased father of the 
children, The surname of Nartha and her brothers was spelled as 
Willcocks in this court record, The name of iJillcockson has been 
found in records in a variety of spellings which also include 
"Wilcoxson," "Wilcoxon," and "Wilcox," 


J At the time of his death liartha's father was married to "dith 
Philpot, who soon afterwards was married to latthew Busey and even- 
tually moved to Ky. 


Martha was married to Joseph Wilson in the early 1770's in N.c,. 
and they had two children: Isaac, born October 4, 1775, whose first 
wife was Lucy Morton and whose second wife was Mrs, Polly Anderson 
Macey; and Slizabeth, born Nov. 13, 1779, who was married to Hardy 


yh Holman, 


It appears that the Joseph Wilsons lived in Surry Co., i.C. in 
what became Wilkes Co. in 1777. This Surry-Wilkes area was originally 
in Rowan Co., but Martha's childhood home was .in that part of Rowan 
Co. which in 1836 became Davie Co., apparently not far from what is 
now the county seat of Mocksville. On the 1782 tax list for Wilkes 
Co, there is "Wm Wilcockson" listed, and one wonders if this was 
Martha's brother. " 


After the death of Joseph Yilson, Martha was married to John 
Whitaker, in February of 1782 in Wilkes Co., i¥.C. About 1784 they 
moved to Fayette Co., Ky., in that portion of the county which be- 
came Woodford Co. in 1783, Willcockson names in a variety of spell- 
ings appear in Fayette and Woodford Counties for the late 1700's and 
early 1800's, and among them are Daniel and Aaron, possibly Martha's 

' brother. and half-brother, respectively. 

Martha and John became the parents of at least eight children: 
William, John J., Joseph, Nancy, Benjamin, twins: Thomas and Daniel, 
and Martha ('Patsy!). 


: (t isn't known exactly when or where Martha died. Apparently she 
died during the last days of the Whitakers in Kentucky or during their 
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first days in Tenn, The Whitakers moved from Ky, to Tenn, in 1808 
or 1809, It is known that John Whitaker was married to iiancy Guess 
in Fayette Co., Ky, in Oct. or Dec. of 1809, However, it isn't 
known if this marriage took place before John moved to Tennessee 

or if he returned to Ky, from Tenn, for the marriage. 4

Dear Sir: We are still at Camp Lee, with the hourly expectation of 


being ordered to the seat of war...We are drilled two hours each day 
by Cadets from the Lexington, Va., Wilitary school. President Davis 
visited us this evening, He rode out ina carriage drawn by four 
horses, the regiment being drawn up in a line to receive him, the 
carriage was drove up.in front of the line near the center. He 
dismounted and was introduced to the regiment by Colonel Turney. 
He walked up and down the line, bowing to each and inspecting the 
. Guns, after which he delivered a short address urging the necessity 
of being well drilled...I visited the hospital on yesterday in which 
lay thirty of our regiment, five of whom are boys from our company. 
The friends of the sick may rest assured they are well cared for; 
the room is crowded daily by the noble women of Richmond, bending 
over the couch of the sick soldier administering to every want... 
We received our uniform today. We all feel mighty proud of it, and 
hardly know each other when dressed up. I suppose we will receive 
some other name than Tennessee hog drivers. It is made of tweed 
janes; the pants have a black stripe down the leg; roundabouts wiih 
bullet buttons. We have not got caps yet...The tailer that made our 
uniform bargained to make it for two dollars per suit; when the 
settlement was made with him he charged four dollars. He did as 
every one in Lynchburg did - whenever they got a chance at our money 
they ‘dug! us deep. (signed) V. 


Letter VIII Richmond, Va., June 2, 1861 


Dear Observer: Our Regiment is ordered to Harper's Ferry. We start 
in the morning at 7 o'clock, Some LO or 50 of our men are sick, the
